People's Conference (AARC) at Accra, Ghana in December, 1956, and read 
by his wife, Shirley Grehan, in hie absence, he stated among other things! 


" , ,which way shall Africa got First, I would emphasize the 
fact that today Africa has no choice between private Capitalisan and 
Socialism. The whole world, ineluding capitalist countries, ia moving 
toward soctalisn, inevitably, inexorably. You can choose between plocs of 
military alliance, you can choose between groups of political union, you 
caunot choose between Socialisn and Private Capitalism because Private 
Capitalism is doomed. 


"git what ia Socialism? It is disciplined economy end politiesl 
organization in which the firet duty of a citizen is to serve the estate; and 
the atate io not « selected aristocracy, or & group of self-seeking 
oligarchs who have seized weelth and power. Nol The mass of workers with 
hand and brain are the ones whose collective destiny is the chief object. 
of all effort. Gradually, every state 1s coming to this concept of ite 
aim. The great Communist. states Like the Soviet Union and China have 
surrendered completely to thie idea. The Scandinavian states have yielded 
partially; Britain has yielded in some respects, France in part and even 
the United States adopted the New Deal which was largely socialism! though 
today further American socialism is helé at bay by sixty great groups of 
corporations who control indfyidual capitalists and the Trade Union

Wilidem Dubois, 91 year old Negro editor from Brooklyn, in an article 
in Pravda agein praised the Soviet Union and declared himself surprised 
for having received the $35,000 Lenin Peace Prise because of the coutinued 
"Y. &. preparation for war.”

- At the Stockholm conference in May 1959 of the World Peace Council 
of which he is = menber he made the following statement: 


". » «Zhe one nation on earth whose dominant rulers evidently want 
war is the UGA. They want war and they prepare for war, because they believe 
that peace will interfere with their way of life. They therefore oppose all 
roads to peace and frantically prepare for war on a seale waich frightens the 
world. The WEC's clear duty--ns well as that of Americans who love their 
native land~-is to make the fact clear that no matter how bad the evil is 
which they fear, war te not the anever. It is their duty to insist that 
Communism ie not a threat but « promise. Mr. DuBols denounced anti-Communist 
propaganda, He seid that the development of the USSR is phenomenal. People's 
China is going through the same experience and making a gigantic leap in 
ites development. On the other hand, if the United States is apending more 
for war preparations than for social needs, it is hardly possible to 
convince anyone of the peaceableness of that state.
